Judge Howay arrived here to take 
part in the unveiling on Saturday af- 
ternoon of the memorial to members 
of the Alberta Field Force of 1885.

money. Like Rockefeller and Morgan, | backs

And he went on to deliver a schol- 
arly scientific speech that did not 
have the faintest relation to finance, 
trade or, industry. 

As a revelation that a king of fin- 
ance can have an interest aside from 
money bags, this little story is rather 
illuminating. Wo. ordinarily assume 
that a man like Rothschild must be 
a monkish gentleman whose veins 
run ice water and who can _ interest 
himself in nothing that does not bear 
the sign of the dollar or the pound 
sterling. 

This scientific study of South Am- 
erican fleas, then, comes as a shock. 
An odd hobby for a rich man to have? 
Perhaps, but a useful one just the 
same, and one that betokens an ac- 
tive, cultured mind. 

It sometimes seems as if you can 
tell more about a man by his hobby 
than by his profession. A man can 
slip into a job more or less by acci- 
dent, and through force of circum- 
stance can stay in it all his life when 
there are other things he weuld rath- 
er do. But his hobby—that is his 
own choice, and he can change it any 
time he pleases. 

And this story about one of the 
world’s richest men makes one won- 
der; if things had happened just a 
little differently, might England not 
have one Jess financier and one more 
scientist—Bruce Catton. 


Having a place in the world is one 
thing, but being in one’s place in the 
world is quite another thing. There 
is a place for every man, but not 
every man in his place. And the man 
who is out of his place in the world 
is out of place in hte world. If a man 
would prove his right to be in the 
world, he must show that he is in his 
place’as well as in the world.

Juneau, Alaska, Oct. 7.—Although 
lost for five days in the wilderness 
south of Telegraph Creek, B.C., Miss 
Thea Francis today completed a hike 
from San Francisco to Juneau started 
lost March 19, and delivered a letter 
from Governor James Rolph, Jr, of 
(California, to Governor George A.

After leaving Vancouver, B.C., 
early in the summer, the girl said she 
hiked to Hazelton, and then plunging 
into the wilderness she followed the 
Dominion Government telegraph line, 
becoming lost and remaining on a bar 
at the head waters of the Bell Irving 
River before being found by telegraph 
linemen sent to search for her.

DROP IN CANADA 


Ottawa, Oct. 6.—How far Canada 
traveled along the road to- 
wards disarmament is strikingly 
illustrated in the report of the 
national defence department for 
the fiscal year ended March, 1932. 
The personnel of the non-perman- 
ent militia at the end of the corre- 
sponding period in 1914 . totalled 
55,282. Last March this had dropped 
to 51,287, the lowest figure since 1927. 

Bighteen __years...2go... the..amount 
spent on militia affairs’ was '$2,005,- 
166, while at the end of the last 
fiscal year only $1,221,945 was ex- 
pended. 

The most drastic reduction is 
noted, however, in the number of 
men trained ‘at camp. In the pre- 
war year this totalled 32,391. This 
year 2,181 men went to camp.

INCREASE SHOWN IN : 
ALBERTA COAL OUTPUT 


Edmonton, Oct. 7th. — More coal 
mined in August than in the same 
month last year, and a fairly substan- 
tial increase in the production for 
eight months, to August 31, over the 
same period of 1931, are features of 
the mines branch’s monthly report. 
The August figures were 261,996 
tons, against 261,710, ang for the 
eight months, 2,626,388 tons, a gain 
of 143,479 tons over last year. 


Domestic coal fields produced 
107,482 tons, as compared with 
94,017 in August a year ago; bitu- 


minous, 125,277, against 124,473; and 
sub+bituminous, 29,237, against 43,- 
220. In the domestic fields the 
heavy producers were: Drumheller, 
46,038 tons; Lethbridge, 27,393; and 
Edmonton, 14,814.

Carrying a gun during the commis- 
sion of crime automatically adds 
from six to tan years to one’s. sen- 
tence. A housebreaker knows that if 
he is caught unarmed, he will re- 
ceive two years’ imprisonment, but if 
he carries a gun he will get 12 years; 
os he goes unarmed. Also, any one 
wishing to purchase either a gun or 
ammunition must apply to the police 
for a permit. There has been some 
“bootlegging” in guns but the Yard 
knows where most of the guns in 
England are. 

The morale in the Yard is enviable 
and the record of honesty of its men 
is almost unsullied. Since 1878, when 
three of the C.I.D. were convicted of 
receiving bribes, the C.I.D. record is 
unstained. 

And the stains of the record of 
crime detection—unsolved' cases—are 
likewise small. Since 1926 there have 
been only eight ‘unsolved’ cases 
and almost all of these are solved to 
the satisfaction of the Yard, but evi- 
dence necessary for a conviction is 
lacking.
